a family of which the heads were unusually 
intelligent. 


Little Willie, a lad. of three or four sum- 


mers, was running around and struck his 
side against the snfa. 
Of course, mirih 


was instantly changed into weeping.— 
Children's laughs and cries seem always so 
near the surface that but a liltle jostle will 
spoil either of them, wllhout reference so 
much to the extent as to the intent of the 
blow. 
In iliis iiistaune, ihe mother com- 


menced pouring nut her oil of consolation 
in thiit appropriate manner so peculiar to a 
mother, when the father interfered, and 
insisted that he should be left alone and 
not tnado such a baby of. 
That mnking 


sucb a fuss over him for every little hurt, 
will but. make him cry the more for every 
little trifle. 
If you do not notice him he 


will soon get over it, and soon learn not to 
mind such trifles. But the mother's instinct 
was stronger than the Pniiosopher's reason- 
ing. 
'Willie was surely hurt or he would 


not cry so.' 


This small incident set us to thinking. 


We concluded that, if this world was void 
of sympathy, it would be so near congela- 
tion that the first breath from the arctic 
region would freeze it harder than Lot's 
wife. 
\Ve are but grown-up babies, and 


love sympathy dearly, and although to let 
a child get over ita mishaps without noti- 
cing il, will tend to make a child grow up 
strong, hardy, self relying and persevering;

Breaking into a. State Prison. 


Jane Wade, a girl about 20 years of age, 


was sentenced to four years' imprisonment 
in the Connecticut Slate Prison, by tho 
Court in New London county, for stealing 
a horse.

by a family in WetbersScId to do house- 
work.

She slept in this ash-hole for six nights, 
and when found had eix empty mush or 
pudding pans by her side, which she had 
taken from the kitchen wben full.

Sunday night lost, sho snored so loud in 
her ash-hole bed as to attract the attention 
of the matron, and after a search she was 
found and dragged out. 
The opinion of an 


eminent lawyer was given ihat Miss Wade 
may bo indicted and convicted of burglary 
—she having broken into the State Prison 
in the night season, and stolen six pans full 
of meal pudding! There is not a parallel 
case on record,—Sarl/ord Times.

The London News, of the l(5tn, 


a letter from St Peter-burg, whicli n»dk»3 
the following remarkable disclosure : 


"The 
result of the calculations lately 


made by the well known Astronomer, Pro- 
fessor Starve, of the University of Dorpat, 
relative to the true geographical positions 
of St. Petersburg and Moscow, and the dis- 
tance between the two capitals of the em- 
pire is, that the actual length of the rail- 
road is, by astronomical observations, no 
less than 88 J worsts (about 60 miles) 
shorter than its nominal length of 607 
worsts, or in other words, that the govern- 
ment, for whose account the railroad was 
constructed, has had to pay about one- 
seventh of the value, or twelve millions of 
roubles more than it ought, to have paid. 
'As tho rolling stock of the St. Petersburg 
and Moscow Eaihvpy is furnished by an 
American company, who are paid for the 
same at, so much per worst, it follows that 
in this quirtcr the government have been 
paying, also, a most fearful overcharge.'— 
The poles erected along the line to denote 
the distance, have been systematically fixed 
in the wrong places, so .is to mislead both 
the sovernmeut and the public. 


"The 
Emperor was in the most violent 


state of excitement on learning the above, 
and gave immediate orders for the strictest 
iuvestigation into the facts of the case to be 
made, with the view to inflict the most sum- 
mary punishment on the parties inculpated 
in this nefarious transaction; but as so ma- 
ny persons of the highest rank and impor- 
tance aro. compromised in the affair, it is not 
likely that the investigation will be contin- 
ued, but on the contrary the matter will be 
hushed up to prevent the public scandal of 
the real delinquents being exposed and made 
to suffer the penalty they so riclily deserve, 
for the share they have taken in this atroci- 
ous fraud." 


An Extraordinary Bank failure. 


The failuro of the Western Back of Glas- 


gow, Scotland, has spread unparalleled ruin 
throughout that city. Thirteen hundred 
families beld investments in the concern. 
which, in .many cases, constituted the vole 
dependence of aged professional men, wid- 
ows and orphan daughters. The total paid 
up capital was equal to $7,500,000. When 
the stoppage occurred it was soon Been that 
the whole of that property was swept aw»y, 
and that those who had nothing else would 
ba reduced to destitution. It was hoped, 
however, that this would be the wont. 
In 


a little further time it transpired that there 
would be a deficiency of 81,500,000, in ad- 
dition to the loss of the whole capital. 
A 


call of S125 per share was accordingly en- 
forced on all who had anything left. 
This 


was finally paid in June last. 
A lull then 


intervened, and it was supposed that if 
there should happen to be any further call, 
it would be light. 
Complete astonishment 


waa therefore felt on tbo 7th inst., when 
it was announced that the deficiency, in- 
stead of being 81,500,000. had proven to 
bo 87,000,000, and that upon each share a 
fresh payment of §500 would bo required 
within 24 days. 


A large proportion of the stockholders 


having been already ruined, the number of 
those able to respond is limited, and it is 
calculated that out of the thirteen hundred 
not more than one hundred and fifty will 
ultimately have any property left. 
Many 


of the sufferers have died, some havo be- 
come insane, children have been thrown on 
the charity of friends and strangers, and 
there is scarcely a family in the district 
which is not to some extent afflicted. 
Ono 


eminent retired merchant who had invested 
the whole of a large fortune in the conceru 
has died of a broken heart. 


A Family Burned to Death.

icateii to a temperature for several hun- 
ired degrees (which Is one of the prominent 
eatures of the patent,) the gases are in- 
lamed in numerous jets, and their combus- 
ion is sufficient to heat the oven, even if 
the draft ibrouc'h the fire-chamber is enlire- 
y closed. 


In addition to the ordinary direct draft 


under the grate and through the fire-cham- 
ber, the gas-burner has an additional draft 
through the top plates, which is of itself 
sufficient to mnntain combustion.
